EEING bright colored shoes, shoes "with cut- 
out sides, shoes of silk and satin and other 


delicate fabrics, one is apt to say, somewhat 
contemptuously, "fad!" Perhaps some of the 
styles are a b'it faddish and extreme, but there 
is a solid basis in modern conditions for 
the 


present trend in footwear. 
The world is for 


the first time getting out of the mud. Auto- 
mobiles, widely distributed, allow a huge ma- 
jority of the people to ride who in past cen- 
turies have always walked in mud and dust. 
A few generations ago only the wealthy, and 
aristocratic had carriages. Now we all move 
about in vehicles of which even the least is more 
luxurious than the finest coach of the nobility 
three-quarters of a century ago. And the auto- 
mobile has brought roads and streets which are 
immune to mud. Even when we do not use a 
car we walk in cleanliness unknown before in 
the world.

Temple Services 


• !AH LAKE CITY.—By the Asso- 
ciated Press—Better to accommodate 
the thousands of Latter Day Saints 
who desire to enter the famous Salt 
-Lake temple, there to perform sacred 
rites, approximately $100,000 is be- 
ig expended by the Church of Jesus 
Christ, of Latter Day Saints .to en- 
large the outer buildings. Workmen 
have been busy for over a month and 
a few more weeks will see completion 
of the task. 


In tunneling for new entrances to 


the temple, portions of the original 
foundation laid about three quarters 
of a century ago, were exposed. 
In- 


spection of the foundation shows that 
the temple builders took the precau- 
tion to make double arches of stone 
the better to hold the weight of the 
top portion. 
Several prominent ar- 


chitects and builders.have expressed 
amazement that such foresight was 
shown in the construction. 


On some days upward of 1,500 


church members erjjer the temple and 
with the old;'accommodations it was 
nearly impossible properly to. take 


care of them. 
With the'new exten- 


sions, however, which include larger 
office quarters for the church recor- 
der and other officials, dining hall for 
temple attendants, dressing *; rooms 
and the like, fno congestion ii antici- 
pated. 


As nearly as possible the builders 


of the new additions have eliminated 
steps or support posts, so that blind 
or aged people may get about more 
easily. .There is ,al^o 
a children's 


play room, where women attendants 
will taket 
charge of the 
children 


whose parents are in the temple. 


The new construction work is on 


the north and west sides- of ' the 
temple. 
It is located wjthin an en- 


closure to which for non-Mormons 
are admitted, and then only with 
the permission of the higher 
au- 


thorities of the church.
